CHAPTER 510. 

[Published Jima 2, 1865.] 

AN ACT to enable the electors of the town of Oakland, Jefferson 
eounty, to votes certain sum of money for the payment of volun-
teers enlisting to the credit of said town in 1864. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

v•01 	SECTION 1. The electors of the town of Oakland, :26= in 17  fa- * the county of Jefferson, are hereby authorized at 
their next annual town meeting, or at any special meet-
ing called for that purpose, to vote a tax of $200, with 
legal interest thereon from January 1, 1865, upon the 
taxable property in said town, for the purpose of pay-
ing the indebtedness of said town, incurred in raising 
volunteers to the full quota of said town, under the call 
of July 18, 1864. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
